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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1.56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 1 02(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Rolland (3,695,012). 

Rolland discloses a filter assembly comprising a filter material (75) wherein the 
filter material is curved up and down continuously and formed with a corrugated 
structure, between every two curved portions formed a V-shaped air intake groove, and 
a frame (62) with an upper side of the frame having its outer lower edge formed with a 
straight vertical surface (63 & 64) extending upward and inward to form a current 
guiding surface (70 & 71) of a preset curve. It would have been obvious to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to provide a frame 
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with curved sections as taught by Rolland since the curved section would guide the air 
stream toward the filter material inside the frame for efficient filtration. 

Claims 3-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Rolland (3,695,012), in view of Chapman (6,322,615 B1). 

Claims 3-7 call for the filter material composed of a filter and a metallic gauze. 
Chapman discloses a filter media (3) is sandwiched between a filter metallic gauze (1 ) 
on each side of the filter media (3). It would have been obvious to a person having 
ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to provide a filter metallic 
gauze as taught by Chapman on 2 sides of the filter media of Rolland so that the gauze 
would provide support for the filter media against a stream of air flow therethrough. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure.

- Kometani et al (5,720,790) disclose a filter element. 

- Moll et al (5,679,1 22) disclose a filter for filtration of a fluid flow.
